Two more protesters slain, mass arrests continue

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev yesterday an- 
nounced the arrest of several Palestinians sus- 
pected of authoring “leaflet No. 11,” as fresh 
unrest erupted in the West Bank and two pro- 
testers were killed. 

The leaflet, signed by the “Unified National 
Leadership of the Uprising,” calls for an escala- 
tion of attacks on ‘soldiers and settlers, and 
massive demonstrations on Land Day. 

Continued arrests of suspected activists were 
reported overnight Wednesday. and troops cop- 
verted schools io Halhoul and in other Jocations 
into temporary detention centres. 

The authors of leaflet No. 11 be- 
long to several Palestinian organizations and 
live in East Jerusalem and the territories, Bar- 
Ley told reporters during a tour of Bethelhem 
police headquarters. He said a police investiga- 
tion would determine whether the men were 
also involved in writing other leaflets.

‘Apprentice prophet’ 


to put rainbow in Knesset

LONDON - Just what Israel needs 
~ another political party. 

But George Weiss’s Israeli Rain- 


bow Connection — scheduled to be 


launched this week — is a party like 
no other. 

For one thing, it is dedicated to 
the eventual abolition of the Knes- 
set — “it causes a lot of trouble, and 
we can well do without it.” And for 
another, its policies are utterly un- 
like anything even Israel's unlikely 
party spectrum has ever advocated; 
removing cash from circulation, 
phasing out the defence forces, sup- 
plying basic services free, and so on. 

The Rainbow Connection is an 
offshoot of Britain’s Rainbow Alli- 
ance, a gloriously eccentric political 
force set up by Weiss -- aka the 
Rainbow Warrior —four years ago. 


Standing proudly on the lunatic our 


fringe of British politics, Weiss and 
his cohorts have fought a series of 
by-elections in recent years marked 
by astonishing amounts of media 
coverage and a singular lack of 


votes. . 

But Weiss, 47, the son of a dia- 
mond merchant, who happens to 
share Margaret Thatcher's October 
13 birthday, is neither dismayed nor 


despondent. In fact, he is currently 
broadening his outlook. Hence the 
Israeli connection. 

Genial, grizzly-bearded and pos- 
sessed of a dry, sardonic wit, Weiss, 
who arrived in Israel on Tuesday, is 
now raising money to contest all 650 


- parliamentary seats at the next Brit- 


ish elections - an endeavour that 
will cost £325,000, assuming all de- 
.posits are lost -- and is planning to 
field a list of 120 candidates for this 
year's Knesset elections, too. - 

He is a frequent. visitor to Israel, 
with relatives in Haifa, and behind 
the lunatic image he nurtures a gen- 
uine belief that his strange mix of 
idealism, mysticism, imagination 
and positive thinking can strike a 
chord with the Israeli electorate. 

“In Britain, we allow ourselves to 
be-passed off as a joke, and we don't 
go too heavily into the real basis for 

programmes,” Weiss said last 
week. “But I plan to make far more 
concrete in Israel.” 

A self-proclaimed “apprentice 
prophet” who says he has been hav- 
Ing “mystical experiences” -- vi- 
sions, dreams, communications with 
deceased friends -- for the past de- 
cade or so, Weiss has suitably vi- 
sionary ideas. 

He would like to see “electronic 


yo introduced in Israel, where- 

citizens would simply “press a 
button by the sink” to decide on the 
vital issues of the day. 

Israel, he added, with no hint of 
jocularity, “should operate as a gi- 
ant kibbutz, with Jews and Arabs 
living together in a spirit of coopera- 
tion. This idea may sound ridicu- 
lous, but clearly, if enough people 
wish it, it can happen. : 

“TI have no confidence in the pre- 

Sent politicians - they are dense, 
narrow-minded and self-interested. 
A peaceful world would have no 
need for politicians at all.” 

Only one factor is 
Weiss from exporting his ideas more 
Tapidly across the globe. Money. 

He claims to be some £20,000 in 
debt as a result of his Rainbow activ- 
ism. Thus his proposal to declare a 
“jubilee,” and write off all personal 
debts, is not entirely devoid of self- 
interest. 

But his enthusiasm is boundless, 
and he has just begun a membership 
drive, seeking to recruit 100,000 to 
the party in the UK. “Things are 
going slowly so far,” he admitted. 

Still, he has high for the

Shitrit once told Diaspora donors: We don’t want your money 
Sharp critic becomes Agency treasurer

MK Meir Shitrit, the man who 
will be the next treasurer of the Jew- 
ish Agency, is known for his highly 
critical views of that troubled insti- 
tution. 

Six years ago in the Knesset, he 
asserted that the agency -- and the 
fund-raising bodies that support it - 
should be abolished. He said that 
Israel should tell the Diaspora do- 
nors, ““We don’t want your money, 
we don't want your help in fighting 
poverty or in rehabilitating de- 
pressed areas. What we want is you 
- if you want to help in building the 
State of Israel." 

This week, Shitrit was approved 
as the Likud's candidate for treasur- 
er by the leaders of these fund-rais- 
ing organizations. 

He said in an interview in New 
York, “It’s no secret that the Jewish 
Agency-has ἃ very negative image in 


* Israel. But it should not be that way. 
The Jewish Agency is the expression 
of a very deep commitment to Israel 
by Diaspora Jewry. People are rais- 
ing funds for Israel to help Israel in 
the best way they can.” 

The agency, he said, must be 
turned “upside down. We must 
change its priorities and channel the 
money to Israel's needs of today.” 
Most of the money should be used 
to improve the quality of education 
and to attack social problems, he 
asserted. ° 

“The dangers to Israel are not 
from security threats, but from the 
decline in the quality of education 
and from social problems. We are 
losing the qualitative edge that al- 
Jowed us to win wars in the past.” 

Asked where he would cut back 
on agency expenditures, Shitrit re- 
plied that “there is no need to spend 
millions of dollars a year’’ to encour- 
age immigrants the West. 

“Any Jew who wants to come on 


aliya can knock on the door of our 
consulates and ask permission to 
come.” 

Now that Shitrit, a Herut mem- 
ber, has been selected as treasurer, 
one of the Herut members on the 
World Zionist Organization execu- 
tive will have to resign. At this 
stage, it appears that Haim Aron, 
the former head of the Aliya De- 
partment, will have to step aside. 

Shitrit's first contact with the Jew- 
ish Agency was in 1957, when he, 
his parents and eight older brothers 
and sisters.were brought to Israel 
from a Moroccan village near Fez. 
His family settled in Yavne, then a 
struggling development town on the 
main road between Tel Aviv and 
Ashdod. 

In 1968, while a student at Bar- 
Tlan University, -he led a reform 
movement: by young people in 
Yavne, which eventually propelled 
him into the mayor’s office in 197. 
under the Likud banner.

The fact is that the two Arab capi- 
tals in which Shultz stopped for dis- 
cussions were once both members of 
the same league, literally speaking, 
together with several Palestinian cit- 
ies. (The use of this emotional name 
will be dealt with later.) 

Damascus, capital of Syria, and 
Amman, capital of Jordan (called, 


at the time, Philadelphia) both be- - 


fonged to the Decapolis — the 
“League of Ten Cities” — which 
flourished during the Roman and 
Byzantine periods. The league pro- 
vided municipal independence (sub- 
ject, of course, to the Roman gover- 
nor) with a flavour of federation. 
Each city had autonomy in internal 
affairs, which extended over wide 
spheres of influence that often over- 
lapped that of the neighbouring city. 
Each city could mint money (an 
excellent activity) and maintained 
lively contact. with trade centres 
“abroad™ via the wonderful Roman 
Toads, which 1 assume were better 
maintained than many today.

Other sister-cities of the

hardly the backwoods even then.

IT IS not grass-roots Jewish opinion 
that counts, however, on the wider 
American political scene. .but the 
public stance taken by the leaders of 
Jewish organizations or by promi- 
nent Jewish intellectuals. 

Furthermore, when these leaders 
and intellectuals do speak out, they 
are not ing the sentiments of 
the “Jewish masses,” but are react- 
ing mainly to each other or to edito- 
Tials in The New York Times and the 
latest disclosures on CBS News. 

American Jewish leaders are cer- 
tainly better informed than the peo- 
ple they purport to represent, and 
have more definite opinions about 
what is good for Israel. But the pres- 
sures on them from their peers to 
conform to the current orthodoxy 
emanating from Aipac or the Prime 
Minister’s Office in Jerusalem are 
usually more powerful than their 
own convictions or those of their 
constituents. 

The Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organiza- 
tions is perhaps the main expression 
of these tendencies. This is a self- 
appointed umbrella organization 
which claims to speak for American 
Jews on Israel and other political 
issues. This body provides a conve- 
nient channel of communication for 
both the Israeli government and the 
administration in Washington, and 


‘jt is a convenient source of “official” 


Jewish reactions for the press. But 
for most American Jews its pro- 
nouncements carry little or no 


conference represen’ 
of achievement in public life for 
most Jewish leaders. Few aspirants 
for this will risk losing the 
chance to become the national Jew- 
ish spokesman by taking a stance 
that deviates from the prevailing or- 
thodoxy. This was true when La- 
bour was in power, and it has also 
held for the Likud.

Wieseltier said that it was “dema- 
gogic” to suggest that criticism of 
Israel by American Jews is motivat- 
ed by “anxieties about losing their 
standing in society, the academy, 
the health club or whatever.” While 
acknowledging that some Jews may 
have such concerns, or may be wor- 
ried about an anti-Semitic reaction 
to Israel's policies in the territories, 
most Jews who criticize Israel do so 
out of concern for Israel itself. 

He blasted the ‘double standard” 
that had taken hold in the past 10 
years, whereby “those who criticize 
Israel from a hawkish perspective 
are simply over-zealous, while criti- 
cism from the left implies that you 
are moving on the slippery slope to 
treason.” Both positions in the de- 
bate, he stressed, are based on le- 
gitimate conceptions of Israel's se- 
curity, and both are motivated by a 
sincere concern for Israel. 

He urged Israelis not to “overesti- 

mate the importance of American 
Jewish criticism,” or to bold out the 
bope that “American Jewry will 
somehow break the deadlock in Is- 
rae. Begin believed this about the 
territories, and Peace Now believes 
this, too. American Jewry is not 
where the fate of Israel will be de- 
cided.” Moreover, to suggest that 
American Jews should actively in- 
tervene in Israel’s internal debate 
would mean “raising their vicarious 
relationship to Israel to a really clin- 
ical level of delusion.” 
THE FACT that some American 
Jewish leaders and intellectuals 
have openly expressed opposition to 
some of Israel's policies does have 
an impact in Washington, according 
to Professor Spiegel. 

He said that “there is great confu- 
sion in the American political com- 
munity as to what American Jews 
want. Politicians who seek the sup- 
port of American Jews ask whether 
they are ‘allowed” to criticize Israel 
or not. There is a growing percep- 
tion in the political community that 
while it is okay for American Jews 
to criticize Israel, politicians have to 
be more careful. That is one of the 
lessons learned from the negative 
Jewish reaction to the letter from 
the 30 senators.” : 

Some of the confusion, Spiegel 
said, stems from the emergence of a 
two-party system in Israel since 
1977, which has been aggravated by 
the tendency of the national unity 
government to speak in two voices. 
“In-a way, both Labour and Likud 
have brought this on themselves. 
Each has tried to gain the support of 
American Jewry by arguing that its 
position is right and the other 
wrong. Both have made rican 
Jews a part of the Israeli political 
debate“in a way that didn’t. exist 
before the 1980s.” 

“There is still a sense that there is 
nobody for Israel to talk to — the 
Palestinians are leaderless and Hus- 
sei won't come by himself to nego- 
ταῖς." He said that American Jew- 
ish leaders have been greatly 
disturbed “by seeing Israeli soldiers 
beat Arabs on TV, and were also 
upset by the negative reaction this 
provoked among American opin- 
ion-makers. But these images did 
not make a great impression on 
Americans in general. To most 
Americans, Israel is just another is- 
sue.” 

The Reagan administration's pos- 
itive attitude toward Israel since 
1983 has influenced the political role 
played by the Jewish community. 
“When American Jews started criti- 
cizing Israel in op-ed pieces in early 
1978, the Carter administration 
used the opportunity to pounce on 
Israel. Reagan and Shultz are not 
avont to use American Jewish criti- 
cism as leverage on Israel. In fact, I 
would be surprised if the administra- 
tion comes down hard on Israel if 
Shamir rejects the Shultz initiative.” 

The friendly posture of the ad- 
ministration toward Israel bas in fact 
encouraged Jewish dissent, Spiege! 
asserted. The Carter administra- 
tion’s use of Jewish dissent only in- 
spired Jews to change direction and 
rally around Israel.

A cloud of 
confusion 


AMERICAN JEWS appear to be in a state of disorientation. They 
Temain warmly supportive of the only Jewish state they have, but appear 
to be confused by a gnawing feeling -- not fully acknowledged -- that 
somehow things are just not right in Israel. 

Even so, American Jews may be responding to the peace proposals 
presented by U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz in a calmer and more 
rational manner than is currently possible in a politically-polarized Israel. 

American Jewish leaders spurred the administration into promoting an 
ambitious and complicated peace initiative. They are uncomfortable with 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir’s widely-publicized intransigence. 

But having said that, it now emerges that American Jews are not 
enthralled with the details of Shultz’s proposals. 

“American Jews have misgivings about the plan and there is definitely 
anxiety about its details," says Bertram Gold, executive vice president of 
the American Jewish Committee. 

Gold, whose committee has been critical of Shamir’s policies and of 
the government’s handling of the riots in the territories, says that 
— Jews are unsure of the wisdom of the idea of an international 
conference.

In Israel, almost everyone subscribes to one of the two diametrically- 
opposed visions of the peace process espoused by Labour and by the 
Likud, American Jews are dismayed both by the venom — now evident 
worldwide — which pervades the internal debate in Israel and by conflict- 
ing versions of absolute truth emanating from Jerusalem. 

‘The “anguish” felt by American Jews was motivated by the daily 
depictions of Israeli brutality in the territories and not necessarily by 
Israel's attitudes towards the peace process, says Gold. 

Public and private Jewish reaction to Shamir’s visit also appears to 

. have been influenced by the relatively low-profile television reports on 
the events in the territories aired while the prime minister was here. 

Gold concedes that American Jewish leaders are currently somewhat 
more divided on the issues of the day than the Jewish community at 


large. 

Support for Israel is strong, says Gold, but adds that if the uprising in 
the territories continues, there will be “more and more deterioration” in 
support. 

While an ultra-nationalist, militantly Orthodox Israel could lose sub- 
stantial Jewish support in the U.S., Jewish leaders here agree that, 
judging by the reception accorded Shamir last week, Israel is not 

as such by American Jews at the presett time. 

There is some hope in some senior Labour Party circles that American 
Jewry could be enlisted to oppose the positions of Shamir and the Likud. 
Efforts to achieve such a development are seriously hampered by La- 
bour’s continued presence in the national unity government. The aspira- 
tion appears to have been further set back by objections shared with 
Shamir over some of the details of the Shultz proposals.

JHE SLEEPY villages of Za’atra and Furdis, 
on the fringes of the Judean Desert and at the 
foot of Herodion near Bethlehem, hardly 
seem like the places for a Palestinian uprising. 

They bask in a warm winter sun, presenting 
the visitor with a pastoral tableau: shepherds 
and their flocks, old men in traditional Arab 
robes and heud-dresses, children running 
along a road flanked by simple stone homes 
and terraced agricultural plots. An army com- 

" mand car carrying bored reservists appears on 
the road at regular intervals, its presence an 
unremarkable fixture in the scenery. 

On recent nights, however, this calm has 
been disrupted. Groups of local youths have 
barricaded the road with row upon row of 
boulders and burning tires, the flames leaping 
into the night sky. 

Cars driven by settlers from neighboring El 
David and Tekoah have been stopped by the 
roadblocks and pelted with stones, the youth- 
ful assailants disappearing like fleeting shad- 
ows among the houses. Some of the frightened 
motorists have been injured by the rocks. 

Sometimes the settlers have fired in the air, 
and, according to villagers’ accounts and evi- 
dence at the scene, hurled rocks at homes and 
cars, shattering windows as Arab families hud- 
dle in back rooms. Settlers and soldiers have 
cleared the rock barricades with bulldozers, in 
one case aging store-shutters, trees,

The 
IDF has not reported the incidents at its own

it knows nothing about damages to property. 
What has been happening in Za'atra 
Furdis has gone virtually unnoticed in the 
flood of news coming from the territories. The 
area is a backwater, neither a centre of Pales- 
tinian resistance or settler extremism. Neither 
is it a particular focus of attention by the army. 
Precisely for these reasons, it illustrates well 
the fog which has enveloped news from the 
West Bank, despite the presence of hordés of 
journalists in the area. 


Some of what is going on now, especially” 


reported reprisals by settlers or vandalism by 
soldiers, takes place in such isolated villages, 
many times at night, where there are no jour- 


nalists. The information often fails to reach . 


the media, and when it is provided by Arab 
sources, the army cannot always provide its 
own version of what has happened, because it 
has received no report of its own. 

Actording to informed sécurity sources, 
much of the problem stems from blocked in- 
formation channels within the army: incidents 
involving excesses by settlers and soldiers are 
apparently not all being reported from the 
field, for the obvious reason that those in- 
volved don’t want to get into trouble. Even 
top officers, like OC Central Command Am- 
ram Mitzna, have first learned about certain 
incidents from the media. 

The serious risk to security posed by the 
lack of credible aoe in the army is not 
lost on defence officials, and military sources 
say attempts have been made to improve com- 
munication between top commanders and 
troops in the field. 

At the same time, some of the recent ad-

The helter-skelter nature of 
the arrests that accompanied sporadic outbreaks of 
violence even prior to December often meant that 
bewildered boys of 12 -and 13 came under the 
direct, charismatic influence of hardened, persua- 
sive political activists, some of them members of 
the clandestine Islamic Jihad, others young leaders 
of PLO factions. :

For new arrivals, a rigorous basic training of 
sorts is provided by security force invesugators, 
who keep detainees isolated for periods of two to 
18 days during initia) interrogations. 
_ Among the techniques reportedly used to elicit 
information and expedite the signing of confessions 
is ordering inmates to stand close to a heater then 
be flung out into the nearby waves in the middle of 
a winter night. 

But the jailhouse legal association has made 
sizable strides in recent weeks, and inmates have 
learned that signing unread confession forms does 
not guarantee a guilty verdict in court. In case after 
case, defendants have told military judges that 
their confessions were obtained under duress and/ 
or false protenses, and have received continu- 
ances enabling them to call witnesses to testify to 
their having been elsewhere at the time of the 
alleged offence. 

In not a few cases, the desire to speed the wheels 
of justice -- the original impetus for exacting confes- 
sions -- has resulted in dismissal of cases in which 
the defence witness list is intimidating in length. 

Following the interrogation, a prisoner is sent to 
a barracks or to a tent where he will be in the 
intimate company of 30-60 inmates, moderates, 
fanatics, adolescents and fathers of four, for peri- 
ods of several months or more. 

Three times a day, guards bring trays of food, 
one tray for every five prisoners. A typical menu 
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has an identical breakfast and supper of half an egg. 
jam, bread and tea. Lunch is typically tinned meat, 
rice and a sliced apple shared five ways. 

For security reasons, the two daily exercise peri- 
ods have been cut to one, either at midnight or at 5 
a.m., and accompanied by competition among rival 
Givati and Golani Brigade guards to see which

An equally powerful if silent symbol is located 
behind the mosque: the long, low former base of 
the Palestinian Liberation Army. the locally re- 
cruited, Egyptian-commanded, pre-1967 fighting 
force here.

ward politics. 

In ἃ case heard this week in the Gaza military 
court, ae al-Dra'imli, a 29-year-old father of two 
employed in a Tel Aviv auto body garage, was 
charged with having transported tyres in his Volks- 
wagen minibus, presumably intended for use in 
erecting barricades. 

But as al-Dra‘imii told the court, in a statement 
confirmed by an independent investigation by The 
Jerusalem Post, the minibus was stolen the night of 
the mass resignation of the entire Gazan police 
force. Al-Dra‘imli went to the Gaza central police 
station to report the theft, but was told that no 
complaints could be recorded due ‘to the 
resignations. 

Some time thereafter, the car was found by 
military authorities. parked under a building and 
loaded with tyres. 

Al-Draimli, who bad spent most of the last three 
months living near his Tel Aviv workplace, was 
arrested by the military governor of Gaza a week 
after the incident, interrogated at length and, by his 
account, beaten until he agreed to sign a 
confession. 

’ Hearing the case, the judge, a quietly exasperat- 
ed reserve officer, ordered a continuance, signing 
an order that sends al-Dra‘imli back to Ansar 2. 

No one in the room, including al-Dra’imli’s fam- 
ily, registered much emotion as the hearing ad- 
journs. The military police, the grim young military 
lawyers, the wiry translator as well as the seven 
defendants about to board the bus to the beach 
seem to be doing nothing more than going through 
the motions, looking for all the world like actors 
trapped in a play that never should bave been 
allowed to open.

“We're not in a crisis situation 
yet," says Yonatan Harpaz, director 


of the Jerusalem Hotels Associa- 
tion, who reports that hotels will, on 
average, be at least 60 per cent filled 
during Pessah. Some hotels are fully 
booked and some are even over- 
booked. 

“Whatever I say to you now,” 
Harpaz admits, “will not be correct 
later. Many changes could occur by 
this time next week,” but at this 
moment in time, the prognosis for 
May and June “doesn’t look too 
bad” from the standpoint of Jerusa- 
lem hoteliers. ᾿ 

With the exception of the East 
Jerusalem hotels, where cancella- 
tions for summer are mounting as 
high as 50 per cent, the volume of 


cancellations in general is not heavy. 
The hoteliers’ major cause for con- 
cern is the low rate of new bookings. 
Last year,.the number of tourists 
coming from May through ΑἹ 
numbered 444,000 -- a considerakle 
improvement over the same period - 


visitors from Overseas, and even 
1985, the previous peak year in 
which the May-August figure was 
435,000. Hoteliers are doubtful to- 
day that they will achieve this sum- 


ber, let alone that of 1985 or 1987. 

The anticipated drop in tourism 
has dictated new thinking vis-a-vis 
marketing campaigns: As a result, 
Israel is likely to find itself with a 
glut of festivals. At a press confer- 
ence in Tel Aviv this week, Hanoch 
Segev, director of the Association 
for Promoting Tourism, outlined 
details of the month-long Dead Sea 
festival which opens tomorrow 
night, and noted that such events 
are vital in reviving tourism. 

Other upcoming festivals will be. 
the Israel Festival in Jerusalem; the 
nine-day ΕἸ Hanegev festival taking 
place in Beersheba, Park Eshkol, 
Sde Boker, Lake Yerucham, Di- 
mona, Arad, Tel: Arad, Mitzpe Ri- 
mon and Mitzpe Revivim; and the 
Kinneret festival in Tiberias. : 

Ahuva Ganor, director of the 
Ministry of Tourism's Events De- 
partment, says that another goal is 
to organize weekend “mini-festi-. 
vals” all over the country, with an 
eye to attracting weekend vacation- 
ers from Europe.

“IF WE: BELIEVE that Israel 
should be alerted to certain dangers 
facing her in the current situation, 
then we, as Jews, must speak out,” 
said Simone Veil, the most promi- 
nent Jewish political figure in 
France. “‘In France I have to be very 
careful about what I say, since my 
Statements can be used against Isra- 
el. Here in Israel, however, I feel 
that I can speak more freely.” 

She was speaking carly this week 
at a panel discussion on world Jewry 
and Israel’s current political crisis. 
sponsored by the Israel-Di 
Institute of Tel Aviv University. 

“Some Jews feel that because we 
are Jews, we can’t speak out. But 
how can we not be as free as non- 
Jews? How can we censor ourselves 
as Jews? That is the question, and 
not whether we have the right to 
speak out,” 

At the.end of her five-year term 
as health minister, which ended in 
1979, Veil was described as “the 
most popular politician in France.” 
‘Ther she teft the government of 
President Giscard d’Estaing to as- 
sume the post of president of the 
European Parliament, in which she 
still serves as a member of the Liber- 
al-Democratic bloc. 

‘When she was 16, in 1944, her 
parents and brother were killed by 
the Nazis. She is a forceful advocate 
of human rights and a strong sup- 
porter of Israel, and has been 
awarded doctorates by 
three Israeli universities. 


WEIL PREFACED HER re- 
marks about the current troubles by 
saying: “I don't live here, and [I 
don't take the risks or the responsi- 
bility for what happens. But the Di- 
aspora cannot remain indiffefent to 
the situation here, out of its concern 
for the future of Israel: We must 
warn Israel against the perils it 
faces. Even though we are not di- 
rectly threatened, we are still direct- 
ly involved. peas 

“If, a few. years from now, the 


situation becomes worse, what shall 
we say then if we do not dare to 
express our feelings now?” 

One of the fears of Diaspora 
Jews, she said, is that Israel's liberal 
and democratic regime may be 
threatened if the violence and re- 

ion continue. 

“When European countries in re- 
cent years were threatened by ter- 
ror, which did not even endanger 
their survival, they discussed wheth- 
er to abandon many legal proce- 
dures. This is the great risk: whether 
the means used in the short run will 
dominate in the long run.” 

Another danger of continued un- 
Test is that “the youngsters will grow 
up with ter hatred, and the co- 
hesion of society will be disturbed or 
eroded. More political protests in 
the streets could lead to confronta- 
tions and greater divisions in soci- 


ety. 

Considering the effects of pro- 
longed violence and repression on 
young people, she recalled the stu- 
dent protests in France in 1968. 

“The young people on both sides 
of the demonstrations suffered from 
terrible insults and stone-throwing, 
and from a lack of mutual

“The young people who have to 
enforce order are also unfortunate, 
and have a difficult burden to bear.

“This raises problems for us. Isra- 
el appears as the oppressor instead 
of as the victim — even though there 
is no reason for Istacl to remain 
weak and helpless. But we have to 
be careful that the image of Israel ἃς 
the oppressor does not become the 
reality. 

“Generations change. This is not 
the 1960s any more. Some people 
have forgotten the circumstances of 
the birth of Israel, and for them, 
everything starts anew today. So Is- 
rael must be sure to protect the 
rights of others. Israel cannot live 
forever under threats and in isola- 
tion. 

“No country, not even the United 
States or the Soviet Union, can ig- 
nore the international environment. 
We are all interlinked; we can't live 
on an island.” . 


IN FRANCE AND other European 
countries, Jewish communal organi- 
zations are not strong enough to car- 
ty the main part of the burden of 
defending Israel's position, as they 
do in the U.S. This puts a much 
greater moral and political burden 
On prominent individual Jews such 
as Veil. 


She recalled the dilemma created 
for her by the recent vote in the 
Parliament on three cru- 
cial trade protocols between Israel 
and the EEC. The protocols were 
expected to be passed without much 
difficulty, but because of to the hos- 
tility aroused by the situation in the 
occupied territories, they were de- 
feated.

but on the other she did not want to 
join the anti-Israel move by reject- 
Ing the protocols. The position she 
took in the parliament was that the 
commercial commitments made 
previously with Israel should not be 
confused with political issues. 

“Jews abroad are often being 
called upon to support Israel. What 
credibility would we have if it were 
known that our position is always to 
give Israel unconditional support? 
‘We wouldn't be heard. There would 
be no credence to our arguments.” 

Nevertheless, she is painfully 
aware that “criticism of Israel by a 
Jew carries more importance than 
criticism by a non-Jew. 

“The others, the goyim, say that 
we don't view Israel with the same 
detachment as we do other coun- 
tries. They think we are partial; they 
refer to Israel as ‘your country.” Our 
fellow citizens don’t see us as com- 
pletely like them; they feel that we 
have a dua loyalty. We are indeed 
in an ambiguous situation.” 

Veil said that the hostility to Isra- 
el expressed in the European Parlia- 
ment in the debate on the trade 
protocols, and later in the harsh res- 
olution condemning this country's 
actions in the territories, was not 
motivated by anti-Semitism. 

“Tt was the parties of the left that 
fiercely attacked Israel on the terri- 
tories, as they did during the war in 
Lebanon. The right has usually sup- 
ported Israel, although anti-Semi- 
tism in Europe has usually emerged 
from the right. 

“The Jews of Europe are not 
afraid of an outbreak of anti-Semi- 
tism now, because of the situation. 
But we are concerned about the mo- 
tality and the security of Israel.” 
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AN ISRAELI VISITOR to the 
U.S., and to the American Jewish 
community in particular, usually 
finds backing for his own opinions 


about Israel among Jews and the, 


public in general. And no wonder. 
diversity of opinions among 
American Jews reflects the split in 
Israel itself. 
_ One can find-supporters and crit- 
ics of the entire Israeli political spec- 
trum. Those who believe that Israel 
needs a strong, uncompromising. 
poticy will find American supporters 
of their view, as will those who be- 
lieve that it needs just the opposite — 
compromise in order to survive. 


One mistake is ἃ tendency to gen- 
eralize. Usually the people with 
whom the Israeli meets are not a 
representative mode! of the general 
population. Nevertheless one hears 
statements such as: “The Jewish 
community is totally united in com- 
plete support of Israel.” = 

Generalizations, wishful thinking 
and misperceptions of reality are not 
recommended to anyone. In the 
case of political leaders they may 
endanger the future and well-being, 
of their country. 

Tt is with this in mind that one 
should analyse the image of success 
that Prime Minister Shamir has of 
his American visit. 

The satisfaction he expressed 
upon his return was based on meet- 
ings with strong, encouraging sup- 
porters, who impressed him deeply. 
The pro-Shamir demonstrations 
were successfully organized,and 
gave the premier a wrong image of a 


united Jewish community that . 


would always be involved in, com- 
mitted to, determined to protect the 
policy of the Israeli government, no 
matter what that policy might be. 


He did not meet with alienated 
intellectuals, and was spared arwer- 
ing their annoying questions. Nor 
could he hear the sceptical, dubious 
“remarks about. the future of Israel, 
the quality of its policy and leader- 
ship, and the chances of the Jewish 
state to survive. 

More than that, the premier could 
not hear the doubts expressed in 
private by devoted Jewish activists, 
who, due to the respect they have to 
Israel's prime minister would never 
repeat them in his presence. 


ONE OF THESE activists, a well-- 
known figure in official Jerusalem, 
told me at . : a private party in New 
York that he had recently met with 
some of the most committed people, 
and for the first time they had ex- 
pressed despair. The reason was not 
just the disastrous TV coverage of 
the current disturbances, but the 
government's ignorance of the im- 
portance of the Israeli image in 
American eyes... 

In his view, the present situation 
is even worse than the situation dur- 
ing the Lebanog war. 

“People are josing heart.” he 
said. “Some of them say it is not the 
same Israel to which they have al- 
ways been so deeply devoted. Some- 
thing must be done quickly, other- 
wise it may be too late.” 

As a Jew, I answered with a ques- 
tion: “Why don’t you and your 
friends say that when you meet Mr. 


“It's “impossible,” came the re- 


ply.“‘He expects us to listen, not to 
argue. And you Israelis, seem to fail 
to understand that American Jewry 
is undergoing a change. For the new 
generation, the commitment to Isra- 
el is based on the concept of part- 


nership, and that means free, joint 
fiscussion.” 


T pointed out that it was necessary 
to distinguish between discussion 
and public criticism of the premier 
on the eve of his Washington visit. 

The reaction was sharp: 

“The only way to influence Sha- 
mir is by making public statements, 
to which the administration would 
listen carefully. But this would lead 
to a grave crisis, not only with the 
government of Israel, but within the 
American Jewish community as 
well. 

“American Jewish leaders would 
like to reach an internal consensus 
that it is for Israel alone to deter- 
mine its national future and that we 
should agree not to interfere. But 
that would be something both you 
and we would regret -- less invoive- 
ment means less interest." 


THE AMERICAN JEWISH com- 
munity does not have one voice 
since it does not have one opinion. 
1 the free, open society of the U.S.,” 
pluralism is not considered harmful. 
Now, when Israel itself is deeply 
divided on the main issue of war and 
peace, American Jews cannot but be 
confused. When Israel itself speaks 
with two contradictory voices, the 
image of a totally united community

in the Diaspora would be a wrong 
one. 

“If you are taking a message back 
home, please take this-one,” 1 was, 
requested by a Jewish leader in 
Binghamton, a small town in upstate 
New York: “The split in Israel 
weakens us. As long as there is no 
clear, unequivocal message from Je- 
rusalem, we are confused.” 

And, indeed, that is the correct 
way to characterize the reactions of 
American Jews to the situation in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza on the one 
hand and the lack of a positive, clear 
peace policy on the other. 

In a two-week journey I had the 
opportunity of meeting with a group 
of activists who advocated even 
stronger measures against the Pales- 
tinians, as well as with distinguished 
university professors who suggested 
er Israel should negotiate with the 


Among the leaders, activists and 
community members one found the 
same diversity as is to be found in 
Israel.Jewish public opinion here is 
divided on the same issues as public 
-opinion in Israel: the conditions of 
peace, the demographic problem, 
territorial changes, and an interna- 
tional conference. 

Farther, the split inside Israel has 
a special meaning for Di ac- 
tivists. Any position they take could 


be interpreted as interference in Is- 
tael’s domestic politics. 

A young, extremely devoted di- 
rector of a Jewish Federation ex- 
plained the dilemma: : 

“If I were to express support for 
an international conference, it 
would be regarded as intervention in 
Israel's domestic politics, since the 
prime minister rejects that idea. On 
the other hand, if 1 said that the 
conference meant an unbearable 
danger to Israel, that again would be 
intervention, since the vice premier 
supports the conference." 


IN THE SHORT term, the confu- 
sion serves Shamir's political inter- 
ests. An open debate in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community on the future 
of the territories or the demographic 
problem would show, first, that 
there was no “one Jewish voice” on 


Issues. 
Efforts to delegitimize the policy’ 


advocated by Shimon Peres would 
end in failure. Only Peres, whose 
policy corresponds with general 
American values, would win by de- 
bating the peace issue among Jewish 
communities in the Di . and 
that could only help him in the com- 
ing election campaign. 


FROM A POLITICAL ive, 
one can understand wiy Shamir hamir is 
so determined to avoid involvement 
of American Jewry in the debate: in 
no case can it help him. 

On the other hand, from a broad- 
er perspective, the absence of a pub-

lic debate adds to the confusion 
among Jewish activists and in the 
long run it might have dangerous 
cl ucnces.

And he is right. This is the first 
run to the American presidency 
since 1964 in which none of the run- 
ners -- not even one of them — is 
committing himself explicitly to Is- 
rael.

If inter- 
ests, not values or ideologies. are 
the basis of the special relationship 
with the U.S., Israel must prove its 
ability to deliver the goods. The im- 
pression today is just the contrary. 
Since its establishment, Israel! has 
called on Diaspora Jews, and on the 
American Jewish community in par- 
ticular, for unlimited credit and sup- 
port. This call has been affirmatively 
answered, because of the image Is- 
rael has had as ἃ democracy whose 
fundamental values and political be- 
haviour corresponded with those of 
the Western democracies. — 
Beyond the feeling of historical 
unity. Zionist commitment and reli- 
gious devotion to the Jewish state. it 
has been very important for Jewish 
leaders all over the world to demon- 
strate that there was no contradic- 
tion between supporting Israel and 
carrying the flag of human rights 
and dignity, democracy. the rule of 
law and the principles of justice. 
The present confusion stems in 
part from what appears to be a con- 
tradiction berween Israel's policies 
and its democratic values. It calls for 
more, and much deeper. informa- 
tion both in the Jewish community 
and in general.

In February 1988, according to 
the survey, appraisal of the govern- 
ment’s handling of security prob- 
lems reached its lowest ebb: Only 
about one-third (32 per cent) of the 
respondents said that the erm 
ment handles the security problems 
of Israel “very successfully” or “‘suc- 
cessfully.” In fact, this is the lowest 
favourable reponse percentage ob- 
tained on this issue in the past 20 
years; the handling of security prob- 
Jems by the government is usually 
-evaluated positively by the majority 
of respondents, having declined to 
about 44 per cent only two or three 
times during that period. The grow- 
ing criticism is shared by all strata of 
the population, across varied back- 
grounds of national origin, age, sex, 
education, economic status and reli- 
gious observance... 

With respect to handling the is+~ 
sues in the administered territories, 
the respondents were asked about 
the “way we behave toward the Ar- 
‘abs in the occupied territories." The 
question has not been asked for the 
survey since the early Seventies. 
when the opinions were divided be- 
tween those who thought it was “too 
good” and those who thought it was 
“exactly as it should be”; only one

per cent thought, at the time, 
thought that our behaviour was “not 
»good enough.” 

Over a decade later, in 1988, 
about one-fifth (22 per cent) of Is- 
raeli Jews think that the attitude 
towards the territories’ Arabs is 
“not good enough" or “definitely 
not good enough,” the remaining 
being equally divided between those 
who think it is “exactly as it should 
be” and those who believe it is “too 
good.” Differences due to sex, age, 
and economic status were practical- 
ly non-existent, while differences 

- due to level of education, religious 
observance and country of origin 
were clearly evident: Secular aca-. 
demics who came from European or 
were of Israeli origin tended more 
‘often than the others to criticize Is- 
vael’s behaviour toward the territo- 
ries',.Arabs as being “not good 
enough.” It should be noted that no 
relationship was found between re- 
sponses on “handling’ of security 
problems” and on “behaviour to- 
.ward the Arab population in the. 

territories.” 

Despite growing criticism with re- 
spect to Israel's behaviour toward 


the Arab population in the occupied 
territories, most of the respondents 
(78 per cent) still maintain that re- 
turing territories will not change 
the Arabs’ readiness to make a real 
and lasting peace with Israel, and 


‘most of them (80 per-cent) continue 


to believe that a Palestinian state in 
the West Bank would endanger the 
security of Israel. Nevertheless, 
many do wish to give up some of the 
territories. Jewish Israelis remain 
divided with to what to do 
with the West Bank (given there will 
be no independent Arab state 
there). As Table I shows, there is a 
persistent division of opinions -- 
around 40 per cent “to return,” 60 
per cent “not to return” — in evi- 
dence since 1978.

uation, the vast majority (80 per 
cent) still believing they are able to 
adjust to the present situation.

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THE FOREIGN MEDIA are no 
strangers to Israel. Israel has been in 
the news headlines at different mo- 
ments for over two decades. The 
country has attracted the largest for- 
eign press corps in the Middle East, 
and one larger than in most coun- 
tries beyond the region. 

Free access for foreign reporters, 
a good news story and, perhaps 
most important, cultural proximity 
with Israel among Wester audi- 
ences help to explain the consider- 
able news coverage that Israel has 
received over the years. 

The combination of these factors 
is crucial to an understanding of the 
substantial coverage of the current 
disturbances in the administered 
territories as well as of éarlier peri- 
ods of conflict involving Israel. 

« Drama, such as war and terror- 
ism, is a vital element in the great 
foreign media interest in Israel. It 
also helps to explain why a much 


smalier number of foreign corre- ~ 


spondents was posted to Israel from 
abroad before 1967. 

However, there are other coun- 
tries engaged in conflict which allow 
.some degree of access for journal- 
ists, yet those have not made the 
headlines to the same degree that 
Israel has. 


A STUDY BY political scientists 
Michael Kelly and Thomas Mitchell 
of the coverage in The New York 
Times and The Times of London of 
international terrorist incidents be- 
tween 1968 and 1974, published in

the social sciencé journal Political 
Communication & Persuasion, 
found that while Palestinian groups 
were responsible for one quarter of 
the terrorist incidents reported, they 
were the subject of over half the 
articles published. 

And while Palestinian groups 
were only twice as active as terrorist 
groups in South America and West 
Europe, The New York Times gave 
the former nine times as much cov- 
erage as South American groups 
and 18 times as much as West Euro- 
pean groups. In the case ofthe Lon- 
don Times, the figures for South 
American and West European 
groups were reversed. 

The cultural proximity of Israel to 
Western audiences together with 
the drama of war and terrorism pro- 
duce a synergistic effect that results 
in Israel's newsworthiness. When 
Arab hits Arab it is not relevant to 
Western audiences. When Arab hits 
Jew it is more relevant. When Jew 
hits Arab it is even more relevant. 


A SIX-YEAR study of American 
nightly newscasts carried out in 
1972-78 by William Adams of 
George Washington University and 
Philip Heyl of the Coast Guard 
Academy, New London, Connecti- 
cut, found a steady increase in news 
regarding the Middle East. 

: From only 30 seconds on a nightly 
newscast (or 4 per cent of a total 
newscast that lasts 23 minutes) in 
1972, Middle East coverage on CBS 
increased in 1973 to 1 minute 40 
seconds, to 2 minutes 10 seconds (10 
per cent of the nightly newscast) in 
1977, to 3 minutes 8 seconds in 1978, 
the year of Camp David. 

The study found that Middle East 
coverage was focused on Israeli-re- 
lated events. With the exceptions of

sulted in wide coverage of a specific 
incident or issue in which Israel is 
favourably, or at least neutrally, 
portrayed. The coverage of the PLO 
attack on the Beersheba-Dimona 
bus, for example, had the effect of 
portraying the PLO in negative 
colours. 

While the foreign-media corps do 
not have the fonction of justifying 
one or other side, in effect they 
serve as a platform for communicat- 
ing Israeli positions, for increasing 
the country's military deterrent and, 
more generally, for creating under- 
standing about Israel and Jews, 

The absence of dramatic events 
would result in news organizations

Through 'the “new world informa- 
tion order” at Unesco, developing 
countries have been seeking ways of 
diversifying the image conveyed of 
the déveloping world to being more 
than simply political coups and natu- 
ral disasters. Among the solutions 
proposed are government-spon- 
sored news agencies, and even mea- 
sures against foreign reporters who 
Teport “inaccurately.” 

There has been a noticeable im- 


" provement by serious news organi- 


zations in the West, particularly the 
international news agencies, in cov- 
erage of the developing world over 
the last 10 years. 

But while news organizations are 
receptive to arguments about lack of 


coverage ~ as well as to complaints . maintained or lowered. If, however. 


about inaccurate or unbalanced re- 
porting — it is a non-argument as far 
as editors are concerned to, claim 
that a country should be less news- 
worthy than it is perceived to be. 


THERE IS A need to increase the 
rapidity and quantity of information 
coming from official Israeli agencies 
during the carrent civil distur- 
bances. But it shows lack of under- 
standing of the broader causes of 
Israel's media overexposure to place 
most of the blame for the country’s 
current negative image on official 
lapses. F 

. The are no wide-ranging solu- 
tions for a truly democratic country 
to take in order to deal with a nega- 
Gve image. There are, however, a 
number of incremental measures 
which together, and over a long pe- 
riod, may contribute to an improve- 
ment in the image. In addition to 
improving the rapidity of the flow of 
information there is a need for offi- 
cials to exploit imaginatively news- 
worthy incidents and developments 
which portray Israel in a positive 
light. 5 ; 


Two weaknesses in pro-Israeli 
and Jewish groups which monitor, 
and lobby, the news media are that 
first, analyses and critiques of media 
coverage have tended to be limited 
to the printed media. 

In the Lebanon war, for example, 
only the Anti-Defamation League 
and the American Friends for a Safe 
Israel produced critiques of TV cov- 
erage. This is understandable, given 
that the printed media are more 
amenable to measurement; but giv- 
en the major role that television 
plays in constructing images of 
events, it is unjustified. 

Secondly, groups failing to find a 
receptive ear from editors to their 
complaints ought to consider legal

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THE SABBATH i Preceding Pessah 
(this year it is the Sabbath of March. 26) is 
known in Jewish tradition. as-Shabat Ha-Ga- 
dol, “Tbe Great Sabbath.” What is it that 
makes a day in the calendar “‘ t"? 
Elsewhere in Jewish i {as in Grace 


after Meals) every Sabbath day is referred to 


as ae and holy” (ki yom ze gadol ve- 
kadosh hu lefanecha). Why then should this 
particular Sabbath, the last before Pessalt, be 
Singled out as “the” Great Sabbath? 

Many are the answers offered to this ques- 
tion in both early and- recent literature. The 


fact that there are many answers proves that, 
none of them contains the exclusive explana-~ 


tion for-the title reserved for this Sabbath. 
1.-Aecording to rabbinic calculations, “the 

tenth of this month” (Nisan) jn the year in 

which the Exodus occurred fell on the Sab- 


bath. It was thus the last Sabbath prior to the Passes 


Exodus itself, which took place four days lat- 
Gat Speak 

“ ye unto all the congregation 
of Israel, saying: On the tenth day of this 


_ month each of them shall take a lamb to a 


family, a lamb to a household... and you shall 
keep it until the fourteenth day of this month 
and all the aggregate community. of the Israel- 
ites shall staughter it-at twilight.” 

Other citations in the Bible show its aware- 
hess of the fact that the sheep was a sacred 
animal to the Egyptians, who were vegetari- 
ans, and would not dare slanghter a deity for 
any pu . In an earlier argument (tbid. 
8: ΣΜ Moses says to Pharaoh: “It would not be 
Tight to do this [to sacrifice sheep in Egypt] 
before their very eyes, for what we sacrifice to 
the Lord our God is untouchable to the Egyp- 
tians, Will they not stone us?" 

Now, four days before their liberation, the 
Israelites are ordered to publicly set aside 
lambs for the purpose of the Pessah sacrifice 
that will mark their actual departure from 
bondage. They did so. Every family and 
housebold took home some sheep and, ac- 
cording to the Midrash,. tied them in broad 
ont “to the legs of ‘the bed.” And when 

the Epyptien neighbours’ would ask what it 
was all about, they would tell them the full 
story. 


It was thus on this last Sabbath ptior to 


Pessah that the first major act of defiance 
against the Egyptian oppressors took place. It 
took a lot of courage for the hitherto op- 


Ε this day.we read (in Exodus -

intention and beliet mn ἐς in being liberated soon. 
To accomplish this was, according to rabbinic

The Sabbath on which this occurred is thus 
forever called ha-gadol, “the great Sabbath, 
as it marks the real beginning of liberation 
which would not have come about without the 
courage and self-assertion of the children of 
Israel. 

_ 2. Another explanation for calling the Sab- 
‘bath ‘before Pessah Shabbat Ha-Gadol refers 
to the well-known tradition of marking the 
“Bar Mitzva;” the time when a young man 
from the status of kafen (minor) to the 
status of gadol (grown up). The rite-de-pas- 
sage from katan to gadol, when a young man 
becomes a full-fl member of the congre- 
gation, is marked by the fact that from now on 
he is a bar mitzva, namely, one who is person- 
ally obligated to fulfil the nts.

which is the first day of Pessah (as is the 
practice to this day). The last Sabbath before 
the beginning of the counting of the Omer is 
thus marked as the “grear Sabbath” to differ- 
entiate it from the “small Sabbath,” the first 
day of the Pessah which is also called:““Sab- 
bath” for the counting of the Omer which 
begins the next day. 

4, Furthermore, Sabbath represents two as- 
pects: it brings to mind the Creation, the idea 
that the Almighty made the world in six da 
and rested on the seventh (Exodus 20:11) and 
also the fact of the liberation from Egypt, 
where we were enslaved, and that the Al- 
mighty freed us from there (Deuteronomy 
5:15). Creation and liberation are both men- 
tioned in the kiddush liturgy which ushers in 
the Sabbath every Friday night. 

Tt was only when the liberation from Egypt 
became an immediate reality that we reached 
the great and complete Sabbath, the Shabbar 
Ha-Gadol, which up until now had ay 
only in one of its.aspects, that of Creation. 


5. Shabbat Ha-Gadol, according to one me- 
dieval source, should not be rendered as “the 
great Sabbath,” but rather as the “Sabbath of 
the great” or even as the “long Sabbath.” 
Rabbi Zedkiyahu, the son of Rabbi Abraham 


the Physician (Rome, 12252-1297), says in his Gadol. 


halachic book Shibolei Ha-Leket (first pub- 
lished in Venice, 1546) that the Sabbath be- 
fore Pessah is designated as “Shabbat Ha- 
Gadol” because on it the gadol, the great 
rabbi or scholar of the town, held forth his 
traditional annual discourse dealing with the 
meaning of Pessah and its detailed laws. It is 
thus known as the “Sabbath of the Great.” 
The people stay in the synagogue as a ‘captive 
audience” to listen to the speaker “and when 
people do not move about from one place to 
anotber but have to stay in one spot for a 
whole day doing nothing they say: ‘What a 
great (long!) day this is.’ ” 

6. As it is often customary when designa- 
tions of uncertain origin appear, there are 
those who suggest that the term derives from 
an error. On the 
before Pessah parts of the Haggada 
and the Sabbath was therefore called Shabbar 
Haggada. In the course of time this expression 
.was corrupted into Shabbar Ha-Gadol.

7. And of course, there are the religion 
comparativists who would not let go of “the 
great Sabbath” without finding its parallel-in 
other religions. Thus, 
in J.E. vol. 11, p. 215) thinks that the designa- 

tion “ "is of jan origin, as the 
Church Fathers called the Saturday- before 
Easter “great,” and the Greek Jews were 
those who first adopted this term. Some also 
point out that each of the three Jewish pilgrim 
festivals, Pessah, Succot and Shavuot had a 
“great Sabbath” preceding them. 


THERE ARE indeed many more -explana- 
tions to the “greatness” of this Sabbath (see 


e.g. the kabbalistic-hassidic classic B’nei Yis- 


YS sachar), The most plausible, however, seems 


to be the one suggesting that Shabbar Ha- 
Gadol is thus called because of its haftara, the 
chapter from the prophets read on this Sab- 
bath. There are other Sabbaths during the 
year named for their haftara readings. e.g. 
Shabbat Shuva, when the baftara Shuva Yis- 
rael, “Return Ὁ Israel” (Hosea 14) is read, or 
Shabbat Hazon, when the haftara Hazon Ye- 
sherelis “The Vision of Isaiah” (Isaiah 1) is 


So although the Sabbath before Pessah is 
named for its haftara taken from Malachi 3, 
which concludes with the words yor ha-shem 
hagadol vehanora, “the great and dreadful 
day of the Lord.” Avoiding the word nora, 
“dreadfal,” they were left with hagadol, “the 
great,” and hence the name Shabbat Ha- 

The haftara for Shabbat Ha-Gadol ties in 
with the story of Pessah which is commemo- 
rated during the following week. The redemp- 
tion of old foreshadows the future redemp- 
tion, and Moses of the past is also a forerunner 
of Elijah the berald of the forthcoming messi- 
anic redemption 

“Remember ye the Tora of Moses... Be- 
hold I will send you Elijah the prophet before 
the coming of the great and dreadful day of 
the Lord... And he shal} turn the heart of the 
fathers to the children and the heart of the 
children to their fathers" (Malachi 3:22-24). 

The haftara of Shabbat Ha-Gadol, dealing 
with the “great (and dreadful) day,” th 
makes Elijah an integral part of the Pessah 
seder, where 8 special cup of wine, the fifth, is 
poured for him in yearning and in 
anticipation.

Budd persecuted in America 


LONDON (AP) ~ Zola Budd's in- 
ternational running career was 
plunged into yet more turmoil yes- 
terday when the South African-born 
nat ized Briton was at the centre 
of a complex dispute over her eligi- 
bility to compete in the United 
States. 

A week after withdrawing from 
Saturday's world cross country 
championships in Auckland, New 
Zealand, amid somewhat flimsy and 
unsubstantiated allegations that she 
contravened international rules by 
competing in her homeland last 
year, 21-year-old Budd was effec- 
tively barred from taking part in 
America.

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| Israeli doctors ignore procedure 
for saving heart-defective infants

About 30 babies are born in Israel 
each year with half a beart, a condi- 
tion that is successfully treated in 
Philadelphia.

Last 
‘Thursday, Peres finally informed his 
baffled faction about the existence 
of the agreement. He told them that 
be had kept the agreement secret 
because he had been afraid that had 
the Likud learned about it, that par- 
ty would have said that Nissim was 
making concessions to the kibutzim 
and moshavim, and would then have 
demanded hundreds of millions of 
shekels for West Bank settlements. 

Despite his explanation, Labour 
Party MKs were angry. For three 
months, they had been threatening 
to vote against the budget unless the 
Health Ministry got more money. 
Even MK Rafi Edri, usually a Peres 
confidante, had made such threats. . 

_ At the beginning of the week, 
members of the faction had threat- 
ened to engage in a filibuster at the 
Knesset session which was due to 
vote on the budget in its second and 
third readings. Then came Peres's 
announcement. ‘“He made us look

like fools,” one senior Labour MK 
complained. He added that the par- 
adox was that Peres had really made 
some significant gains, while the Li- 
kud had got almost nothing. But 
that did not change the basic feeling 
among Labour MKs. 


BUT funding for the Health Minis- 
try was not the only victim of the 
Peres-Nissim accord. Labour was 
forced to agree to an extension for 
at least one more year of the taxes 
on allowances for second and third 
children and the non-payment of the 
allowance for the first child. 

The Labour Party faction decided 
to preserve its dignity by battling for 
the renewal of the 10 per cent surtax 
on gross monthly incomes over NIS 
8,000. Faithful to his ideology, Nis- 
sim had not renewed the surtax 
when it expired at the end of De- 
cember 1987, despite protests by La- 
bour ministers. 

Io January, Economics Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi's proposal to rein- 
state the surtax was defeated by one. 
vote in the cabinet. Peres had been 
present at the meeting, but when the 
vote was taken, he was not in the 
room. That too was part of his deal 
with Nissim. 

This week Labour Party MKs, 
with the support of Mapam and the 
Citizens Rights Movement, tried to 
reinstate the surtax, proposing it as 


an amendment to the budget. But 
the Knesset House Committee de- 
cided by 11 votes to nine that such ἃ 
proposal could not be considered an 
amendment, and needed to be con- 


Sidered as a separate bill. 


MK Haim Ramon, Labour's se- 

nior member on the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee, was convinced 
that Nissim had paid a heavy price 
to the religious MKs on the House 
Committee for their vote against the 
proposed amendment. Ramon said 
that the amendment would have 
passed had it reached the Finance 
Committee. “Blocking the surtax 
has became an obsession with Nis- 
sim,” he said. “He probably made 
concessions to the religious parties 
which will cost as much as the entire 
potential revenue from the surtax, 
some NIS 60m.” 
ONCE THE “ideological” issues of 
child allowances, funding for health 
services and the surtax were dealt 
with, the MKs were free to‘engage- 
in the field in which they really ex- 
cell — wheeling and dealing. Each 
group began pressing for money for 
their institutions and groups. Each 
MK had his own pet projects. They 
became benefactors of “cultural 
clubs,” and other kinds of esoteric 
associations. 5 

The Labour Party signalled the 
start on Tuesday night. At the re- 
quest of the United Kibbutz Move- 


ment, the Treasury asked the Knes- 
set Finance Committee for NIS 
25m. to reschedule the debts of 19 
kibbutzim. The request was present- 
ed at ‘midnight, when the MKs were 
already tired after hours of 
deliberation. 

Usually an accord on debt re- 
scheduling is reached before such a 
request reaches the committee, but 
the UKM put pressure on Labour 
MKs to obtain the money before the 
accord. The reason was simple. The 


UKM leadership thought that La-_ 


bour would still have the leverage, 
on the eve of the budget vote, to get 


fanding for the kibbutzim. Once the 


budget was approved, however, it 
might prove more difficult. 

Thus, the UKM decided not to 
wait and asked the Treasury to 
make the request. But the maneuver 
failed, as the committee decided not 
to vote on it. Even Labour MKs 
were not convinced about the wis- 
dom of the UKM move. 


Then came the tum of the party 
affiliated institutions, from the “As- 
sociation of Chess Players,” a Li- 
kud-affiliated body, to the Kurdi- 
stan Jewry Heritage Association, a 
group connected to the Alignment. 
‘The parties wanted to get around an 
interim injuction issued by the High 
Court of Justice following a petition 
by MK Yair Tsaban. The court had 
ruled that money could not be allo- 
cated, without criteria. to politically 
affiliated bodies. 

In an unprecedented move, the 
Likud, Labour and the religious par- 
ties agreed to have a list of specific 
bodiesincluded in the budget, to- 
gether with the specific sums of 
money they will get. 

Those groups will only receive 
some NIS 9m. But a very important 
principle has been breached. The 
money will be distributed on a spe- 


’ cific, not a universal, basis and there 


will be no clear-cut criteria for allo- 
cation. Such a move prevented the 
High Court of Justice from banning 
these allocations, since they were 
included in the budget.

The many sides of money 


THE AVERAGE Israeli, especially 
if his earnings are in the upper 
brackets, conducts his financial af- 
fairs today rather differently from 
the way he did until about two years 
ago. This has not been caused di- 
rectly by the lower rate of inflation, 
or the higher earnings, that have 

me about in the interim. Rather, 
it is-because-the financial system is 
changing very rapidly, a process that 
is finding practical ex; ion in the 
balance between savings and loans 
that the individual has. 

Savings rates have fallen from the 
remarkably high levels that charac- 
terized the Israeli economy until 
1985. That translates, at the individ- 
ual level, into most people putting 
less money into financial and real 
assets. One major reason for that is 
the’ policy of making consumers pay 
much more for services — health, 
education and so forth — that the 
government used to fund through 
taxation or borrowing. 

Conversely. until 1986, most indi- 
viduals had no access to loans from 
their bank, except for a limited 
overdraft for day-to-day use. Larger 
purchases, whether of appliances, 
cars or homes, were oniy fnanced 
by loans if the shop, importer or 
contractor could arrange finance for 
his customer, either from his own 
means or through a bank or other 
financial intermediary. 

The change in these areas in the 
past two years, especially regarding 
joans, has been nothing short of re- 
markable. The increase in loans to 
the household and smal! business 
sectors has not only the 
banks" profits to new highs, but has 
also created new problems for both 
them and their customers. 


HOW TO tose money in different 
_ and imaginative ways: That could be 
the title for a history of world bank- 
ing in the past 15 years. The list of 
holes in which the financial leaders 
of the western world have buried 
other people’s money is well-known 
— starting with South America, via 
the oil-producers, notably Texas 
and the American southwest, on to 
midwestern farmland and real estate 
in general, and finally to the new 
threat of consumer debt exploding 
beyond the public's ability to repay.

Israeli bankers have not been able 
to join in most of these little games.

This is an exquisite dilemma. Af- 
ter years of pursuing every form of 
economic activity except what they 
are supposed to be engaged in, the 
banks have only just rediscovered 
what banking is all about — taking 
deposits from people and firms and 
granting them loans. But if they do 
too much of this too quickly, they 
and their clients are likely to end up 
in the soup together. 

Different banks aré facing up to 
this issue in different ways. Leumi, 
for instance, is engaged in pushing 
the cost of borrowing down as 
quickly as possible, thereby reduc- 
ing the risk, while spreading the joys 
of credit among as many people as 
possible, thus reducing its re. 
In the context of a market that is still 
growing very quickly, it also allows 
the bank to increase its share of the 
pie without too much cost to itself. 


BANK Hapoalim has adopted a 
much more indirect approach that, 
if it works, will only bear fruit in the 
medium- and long-term. The ideas 
involved are being packaged and 
marketed under the label of “‘finan- 
cial planning,” but this is not too 
bombastic a term to describe what is 
being aimed at.

There are aiso security in- 
vestments, including bonds, shares 
and mutual funds. 

On the “active” side of the ledger 
are loans from the bank, which are 
assets to the bank and liabilities to 
the customers. These, too, are in 
various shapes and forms, encom- 
passing overdrafts, short-term time 
loans at floating and fixed rates, 
credit cards and other revolving 
credit, and long-term mortgage 
loans. 

Hapoalim is saying several impor- 
tant things regarding the general 
trend in the financial markets: To its 
staff, from senior and head-office 
level down to branch-level clerks, it 
is drilling in the novel idea that there 
are no general formulas, or simple 
products, that can be dished out to 
all or most people indiscriminately. 


But its main aim is to prod the 
customer, after he has done his 
homework, to utilize the bank staff 
for financial counselling. Unlike the 
narrow form of investment advice 
that Hapoalim and other banks ped- 
dled in the past, this will aim to be 
far more comprehensive — and the 
inclusion of loans and credit in the 
“agenda” is itself a major new 
departure. u 

Whether Hapoalim, or any bank 
with hundreds of branches and thou- 
sands of employees, can pull off 
such an ambitious plan, will only 
become clear after several years’ ex- 
perience has been accumulated. 
Certainly, Hapoalim’s CEO, 
Amiram Sivan, who has master- 
minded the approach, and senior 
deputy general manager Richard 
Armon who, as head of lending, bas 
to translate the harder part into a 
tangible daily reality throughout the 
bank, are staking a lot on its success. 

But, in a wider context, it seems 
likely that this is the direction in 
which the banks, and the financial 
system as a whole, will have to move 
from now on.

No bed of roses for 
flower-exporters

decision earlier this month not to 
ratify Israel's agricultural trade pro- 
tocol with the European Communi- 
ty, flower farmers -- who would have 
been the first to enjoy the cuts in 
duties that would have been provid- 
ed — will lose some $8 million this 
coming season. 

It comes as no surprise, then, that 
the mood at this week’s annual 
Spring Flower Show, ‘the major 
event of the year for the country’s 
breeders and growers, was just a 
touch downcast. 

Not that the participants didn't 
put up their best front. It was diffi- 
cult not to hear the “‘oohing™ and 
“aahing” of thousands of visitors 
making their way through the large 
exhibition hall at the Emek Hefer 
industrial zone, where bundreds of 
different varieties of exotic flowers 


8 feasting their eyes -- and 
in greater numbers than ever. 

Ironically, the blow dealt to 
country’s flower-growers by the Eu- 
ropean Parliament's decision comes 
towards the end of what has been 
their best season ever. Total exports 
of fiowers, plants, and bulbs are ex- 
pected to increase by 20 per cent toa 
new record of $150 million by the 
time the marketing season officially 
ends in May. 

This improvement -has been at- 
tributed not so much to increased 
Qutput, but to the higher prices 
fiowers have been fetching this sea- 
son in the European market, to fa- 
vourable weather conditions in both 
Israel and Western Europe, and to

WASHINGTON - U.S. inflation at 
the retail level slowed down in Feb- 
ruary, with the Consumer Price In- 
dex rising 0.2% after a 0.3% in- 
crease in January, the U.S. Labour 
Department announced earlier this 
week. The smaller increase, which 
was in line with expectations, re- 
flected lower energy costs for the 
third month-im a row as well as a 
decline in food prices, the depart- 
ment said. 

Although the data confirmed that 
inflation remained relatively tame 
for now. many economists are wor- 
tied that price pressures might in- 
tensify later this year because of 
emerging bottlenecks in the 
economy. 

Separately, the Commerce De- 
partment reported that the U.S. 
economy expanded at a 4.8% annu- 
al rate in the final three months of 
1987, even faster than previously 
thought, the government reported 
Wednesday.

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Why make haste 


HASTE, says an old Arabic proverb, is from the devil. That is 
the one nugget of Arabic wisdom which the rightist one-half of 
Israel’s Jewish government has adopted as its political motto. 
Time, in other words, is on our side, so let’s not hasten to do 
today that which we can put off doing again tomorrow. Espe- 
cially if it spells any danger of having to part with those 
heartlands of the Jewish patrimony and primary bastions of 
Israel's security, the heavily Arab-populated sections of the 
presently occupied territories. 

This may seem a trifle odd. For if thee is anything that the 
experience of over 20 years of occupation should have taught 
this nation, it is that the attempt to assimilate Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza in their entirety into Israel’s body politic will sooner 
or later be the undoing of the democratic Jewish state. The 
events of the past 15 weeks should only have clinched the 
argument in favour of a swap of occupied territory for a secure 

ace, 

Because Israel's democratically elected government is made 
up the way it is, however, the argument has by no means been 
clinched, and policies are in fact determined by the anti-haste 
brigade under the leadership of the prime minister. 

Premier Yitzhak Shamir has earlier this week returned 
home from a 10-day visit to the U.S. One of the highlights of 
the visit was a public admonition by Ronald Reagan to Mr. 
Shamir not to let the opportunity presented by George Shultz’s 
peace initiative slip. But the prime minister was ποῖ overly 
impressed by that momentary display of psychological arm- 
twisting. What did apparently impress him was the fact that no 
rapping on the knuckles followed his failure to say, as expect- 
ed, a clear Yes or even No to Mr. Shultz. 

He had successfully dragged his feet and had put off the day 
of judgment again. That in itself was no reason for a victory 
celebration, the premier somberly warned the Likud faithful at 
home. But he had been proved right in his refusal to place the 
Shultz plan to ἃ cabinet vote in advance of his d re for 
Washington. In the safety of an Israel Television studio he 
later openly derided the “brilliant” formula of territory-for- 
peace, which lies, even if slightly concealed, at the heart of the 
Shultz plan. : 

Mr. Shamir drew heart from the warm reception American 
Jewry bad accorded him, which he interpreted as applause for 
his policies. And he exulted in the backing he had obtained 
from a handful of conservative U.S. columnists, as though that 
signified a turnabout in American public and official opinion. 

Now that he got Mr. Shultz on the ropes, Mr. Shamir 
appears to have concluded, there is nothing for Israel to do 
except sit tight, and wait, and let everybody else wait with it. 

Wait for King Hussein to be the first, at least after Hafez 
Assad, to turn Mr. Shultz down. Wait for Eduard Shevard- 
nadze to insist on a role so intrusive for the Soviet Union at an 
international peace conference, as to force Mr. Shultz to file 
that idea away. Wait for the two superpowers to fall out over 

istan, or Central America, or nuclear disarmament, or- 
whatever, and leave the Middle East alone. Wait for the 
Palestinian uprising to be quelled, hard and good. 

Then, it may be hoped, but only then, will Jordan humbly 
accept Mr. Shamir’s own “‘brilliant” formula for direct negoti- 
ations based on the cession of not a single square metre of the 
Land. And if Jordan even then rejects that generous offer, 
well, nobody in his right mind could then fault Israel for 
turning its back on peace. 

Do the people of Israel share the premier’s hallucinations ? 
Finding an authoritative answer to this question is the one 
thing worth waiting for at this time. 


Limits to press freedom 


THAT in its fortieth year Israel should still allow a cabinet 
minister to close down a newspaper, and no matter which 
newspaper, by administrative edict, and without a court order 
to that effect, is an absolute shame. But that is what the 
premier, acting in his canacity as the interior minister, did 


. yesterday to the communist daily Al Ittihad. 


The closure is for only one week, until March 31, which of 
course takes care of Land Day, the day the Israel Communist 
Party expects to demonstrate the full measure of its influence 
in the Arab sector. The reason given for the closure is that the 
communist daily has in recent weeks been systematically call- 
ing for an escalation in the Palestinian uprising, and that it has 
been duly warned by the censor against keeping up this 


campaign. i 
That may be so, and it may also be that there is no ground 
for the complaint made by Toufik Toubi. the communist 
Knesset deputy, that his party’s newspaper is being penalized 
merely for being the opposition organ it has been all along. 
Freedom of expression is the corner-stone of a democracy, but 
it does not override considerations: of security and legality. 
But the decision to close a newspaper, any newspaper, 


down, which is a most extreme measure in a democracy, must 
rest with a judge, not with a politician.
